The letters of the President of Pennsylvania written from Ame- 
rica to his daughter in France immediately after the War of Inde- 
pendence are of great interest. In the first, dated 18th May, 1789, 
Moore writes : 

I have compromis’d my affairs in England in a very good manner, they 
will take one half of their debts in loan office certificates, and the remainder 
I can easily settle. In the year 1773 and preceding that time I was worth 
80,000 Dollars in real and personal Estates, during the War I lost 25,000 
Dollars specie in the depreciation of continental money, I likewise lost 
by the plunder of the British Troops at this place (Richmond) the greatest 
part of my household furniture on the old York Road to the amount of 
15,000 Dollars. I do not regret all these losses, so that we are clear 
of that accursed country called Great Britain. I hope we shall always 
keep so, tho’ the Tories in United States of America with Sir Jno. Temple 
the British Resident at New York, have endeavoured to bring us under 
the British Government. We have now a federal Government with 
General Washington at their head, they go on well, & I am under no 
doubt but our National Debts will be punctually and honorably discharg’d 
in 3 years time. It was 42 millions of Dollars at the Peace and Congress 
have sold off back Lands to the amount of 8 Millions of Dollars ... 
Kentucky had not one white man there the beginning of our Revolution, 
& it now contains above 100,000 people, etc., etc. 


The other two letters of President Moore also contain references 
to the American Revolution : 

I propose to leave you and your children what I have left from the 
British Marauders. . 

You observe there has been a Revolution in France, tho’ not attended 
with that Bloodshed as was in ours... J have an attachment to France, 
for the services they did this country in our revolution... We go on here 
very well at present, tho’ the funding System is not liked by the greatest 
part of the People. I would advise you not to place any money in it or 
the National Bank, they are Projects that I think will fail, only kept up 
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by a few designing knaves, till they can sell out to the Europeans, 


English and Dutch, who are the only purchasers here. It is better for you 
to keep your money in France under your eyes ... The Lots (Land) 
near this City (Point no Point) are daily advancing in price on account 
of Congress settling here, I much question if they will remove, notwith- 
standing President Washington has much at heart the new Federal town 
which 1s to be built in Virginia .... The Lot, about 10 acres, was worth 
4000 Dollars before the Revolution, it won’t fetch a quarter that amount 
now ... I would have you encourage Manufactures in France, this 
country takes 3 Million sterling from England and Holland annually. 
The greatest part of the people here wou’d rather take them from 
France, etc. 


Francois Barbe-Marbois was the French Consul-General and 
Chargé d’ Affaires in the United States (1776 to 1785). He married 
President Moore’s daughter Elizabeth in 1784. One of Barbe- 
Marbois’ principal works is ““Complot d’Arnold et de Sir Henri 
Clinton contre les Etats Unis d’Amerique et contre le général 
Washington.”

A similar letter to Mr. Brown, calls Cooper “ our distinguished 
countryman” and states “by name and reputation you and 
Mr. Cooper are already well known to each other ” 

To J. Stott, 17.12.1831 (concerning the Republican Convention 
of 1831, at which Clay and Sergeant were nominated) : 

I came here (Washington) anticipating a great diversity of feeling, and 
fully expecting to encounter a great variety of issues upon the objects of 
our meeting. Brought tegether as we were from the various sections of 
our widely extended country, representing not merely the different States of 
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this union but their infinitely multiplied and varied interests, feelings and 


character, I thought it impossible that upon some at least of the objects . 
of our meeting there should not be a corresponding diversity of views. 
That some would be for Paul and some for Apollo—some for concurring 
in an existing nomination, others for making an independent one—while 
others would advise to do nothing at present, leaving to the developments 
of the future to suggest a future decision upon all the great objects of our 
meeting. In all this we have been most agreeably disappointed. A more 
uniform or better spirit never animated a similar body ... The nomin- 
ation of Henry Clay and John Sergeant seems to have been as much the 
suggestion’ of all minds, as it has been grateful to all feelings. This 
perfect harmony of sentiment we cannot but consider as of most favourable 
anyway—an earnest of that success which it to attend us. Difficulties 
and dangers we shall undoubtedly have to encounter and run should we 
fail, which we hardly permit ourselves to believe possible—it is in a 
cause in which it is nobler to fail than not to have dared. 

To E. Hutchins, sending a rough draft of a memorial to the Senate 
and Assembly of New York, advocating protection from the ravages of 
wild animals coming from the forest bordering Franklin County. 

To the Hon. S. B. Ruggles. <A long letter expressing regret that he 
cannot accompany an excursion to the Genesee Valley. Mentions Mrs. 
Ruggles and states: “I suppose, instead of her old favourites, Cimarosa, 
Paisiellc, Mozart, Rossini, Meyerbeer, e tutti gli altri autori, antichi e 
moderni, di musica, that Euclid, Playfair and La Place have now become 
habitués of her beudoir,” etc.

EXCEEDINGLY RARE. Only one other copy with the woodcut 
frontispiece appears to be known, that in the John Rylands Library.

The Articles to be enquired in the Visitations formed a companion 
volume to the Injunctions (see Lot 405), since the former were questions 
as to how far the various orders enforced by the Injunctions had been 
carried out.

EXCEEDINGLY RARE. No other separate edition of this play 
was printed before 1700 and including imperfect copies only 
ten are known of the first issue and only nine of the second. 
Bound together, old stamped calf (6 t2in. by £2 in.) 

This remarkable volume formerly belonged to Sir Thomas 
Twysden (1602-1683) and was given by him to a seventeenth 
century Shapespearean student, who spent much pains on the 
preservation of a book already much dilapidated. He mounted 
the title, restored the missing letters with a pen, collated the 
text with earlier and later editions, noted some variants, and 
transcribed the missing scenes (the last three of Act V) at the. 
end of Part IJ, apparently from the third (or possibly from 
the second) folio edition. On the verso of the leaf on which 
the title is mounted he has written the following note: 

“N.B. These two plays are particularly esteemed by me 
because they were giv’n by (sic, but the word struck through) 
me by my Dear Friend ye late Sr. Thomas Twysden of Peckham 
in Kent, and because yt. in this edition weh was publish’d by ye 
Authour, there are several of Falstafi’s Jokes yt. are omitted 
in all ye following Impressions.” 

The most important of the passages referred to is in Part IJ, 
Act I, Scene II, where Falstaff’s speech beginning “ Yea, I 
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thanke your prety sweet witte for it”? instead of ending “ Wel, 
T cannot last euer,” as in the folio editions, continues: “ but it 
was alway yet the tricke of our English nation, if they haue a 
good thing, to make it too common. If yee will needs say I am 
an olde man, you should giue me rest: I would to God my 
name were not so terrible to the enemy as it is, I were better 
to be eaten to death with a rust, than to be scoured to nothing 
with perpetuall motion.” 

The subsequent history of the volume is NE ea but it 
was in the possession of Mary, second Marchioness of Down- 
shire, before passing to its present owner, and appears to have 
been rebound about 1800.

AUTOGRAPH MANUSCRIPT OF HIS EARLIEST VERSES. 


Consisting of 166 stanzas of 8 lines, in heroic couplets, descriptive 
of the illustrations to Johan Posthii Germershemii Tetrasticha in 
Ovidii Metamorphoses Lib. XV, Frankfurt-am-Main, 1563. The 
book is imperfect, lacking 14 Il. in all, namely Nos. 25; 64, 65, 66, 
67; 171-178 inclusive ; and an un-numbered fol. 184; but only 12 
stanzas are missing since, being written on the verso of the preceding 
plate, stanzas for fols. 25, 64and 171 are present. Those wanting 
are for 26; 65, 66, 67, 68; 172-178 inclusive, plates ending at 
fol. 178. ‘There is also a word or line written beneath each plate 
giving the point of the stanza ; this appears in Mr. Candy’s book 
as the stanza-title. The book has been rebound in half calf, pro- 
bably about 100 years ago, when some of the final letters of the 
script were shaved and the inner edges tucked in so far that some 
initial letters can hardly be read; the volume will be sold as a 
manuscript, not subject to return. 

The “ Milton Ovid Script” was discovered by Professor Candy 
in 1921; printed in “ Notes and Queries” 1922-3, and first printed 
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Lot 461—continued. 


in book form under the title of “Some Newly discovered Stanzas 
written by John Milton on Engraved Scenes illustrating Ovid’s 
Metamorphoses” (London, Nisbet & Co.) in 1924. For detailed 
and convincing proof that these verses are an early work by Milton, 
composed and written about 1623, we must refer readers to that 
book, a copy of which accompanies the lot. Here we can only 
summarise his arguments very briefly—too briefly indeed to do 
them full justice, since their weight depends on the cumulative 
and corroborative effect of a great number of details. 

That the handwriting is Milton’s is proved by its striking resem- 
blance to his early hand, as shown in the Trinity College Manuscript 
(Facsimile published by the Cambridge University Press, 1899), and 
in the Prolusio and Latin verses in Milton’s Commonplace Book 
(published for the Camden Society, 1876 ; Facsimile of this in the 
Public Record Office). The Ovid script is doubtless earlier than 
either of the others, the Prolusio coming second ; how close it is to 
both the other two may be seen in detail from the Word Cards 
composed of words taken partly from the Ovid script, partly from 
the other two, which we reproduce from Professor Candy’s book. 
The general character of the script may be seen from the plates, and 
its resemblance to the poet’s later hand may easily be tested by 
comparison with the facsimiles published in 8. L. Sotheby’s 
‘Ramblings in the Illustration of the Autograph of Milton,” 1861. 

The Ovid seript is nearest to the writing of the Prolusio, to which 
it is also nearest in point of date; and it is remarkable that these 
two manuscripts differ from the later chiefly in their closer resem- 
blance to the late Elizabethan Secretary hand (reproduced in The 
Library, June, 1922, pl. 9), which was used chiefly by Scriveners— 
and Milton was the son of a Scrivener. Qne curious and unusual 
feature common to Milton and the writer of the Ovid script is their 
extensive use of variant forms of the same letter ; thus in Milton’s 
stanza on Mel Heliconium (reproduced by Professor Candy, pl. 2) 
we find two types of d, three of e, three of f, three of p, three of r, 
and four of s, all in 8 lines; similar variations are found in the 
Ovid script. 

Finally the writer of this manuscript spells like Milton; no doubt 
the orthography of the early 17th century was unstable but, when 
full allowance is made for this, it is surely remarkable that, without 
going beyond the word cards, we find both Milton and the Ovid 
scribe writing amoungst for amongst, bowes for boughs, and dos for 
does, on the very rare occasions when doth is not used; other 
eccentricities common to both can easily be found. _ 

The verses then were written by Milton ; were they also com- 

posed by him? That this also is a fact may be proved from 
innumerable coincidences of word and phrase and style, of which a 
few only can be noticed here :— 
I. (i) The thing some time she in her minde revoulv'd. 
(Ovid, stanza 77). 
Or some great matter an his mend revolv'd. 
(“Samson Agonistes,” v, 1638). 
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(ii) ... thinking to wooe the maide 
T'o sport with him, a while within the shade ; 
(Ovid, stanza 15). 
To sport with Amaryllis in the shade. (Lycidas, 68). 


(ii) Now they who lived in community 
Begin to draw to base propriety. (Ovid, stanza 4). 
The Law... reduc’t things to propriety, which were at first 
in common. {Tetrachordon (1645), p. 32]. 
Hail wedded love... 
... sole propriety 
In Paradise of all things common else. (P. L. iv, 750-2). 


Il. The rhythmical resemblance is quite as significant. Itis remark- 
able to find in these early stanzas the variety of rhythm so 
characteristic of the “inventor of harmonies” ; it is achieved too 
in the same way (a) by sometimes stressing an odd syllable to break 
the orthodox even sequence, (6) by varying the position of the pause 
or “break” :—it would be easy to multiply parallels, but we will 
quote two examples only of unusual rhythms : 

1. Stress on 5th syllable, pause after 4th, 
And in the shades, passes the time away (Ovid, stanza 128). 
aFor one restraint, Lords of the world besides (Poe 332). 
2. 7’wo odd stresses, 1st and 3rd, pause after 6th, 
6Vénus grants his request his statue lives (Ovid, stanza 124). 
6Univérsally crown’d with highest praises. (Samson, 175). 
a. This example is cited by Dr. Bridges (Milton’s Prosody 

(1921), p. 41). 

b. This parallel was pointed out by Mr. Bayfield in the Times 

Literary Supplement, Feb. 2, 1922. 


III. Both Milton and the Ovid writer are fond of Latinisms : 
(i) Absolute construction 
The gods assembled, all of them approue (Ovid, stanza 7). 
Then all thy Saints assembld, thou shalt judge (P. L. 111, 330). 
(ii) Latin use of what (Quid ?) = why ? 
he seeing that 
With angred looke and Temples bound cries what 
(Ovid, stanza 45), 
What sit we then projecting peace and war ? (Poli tics 20 
(ill) ... insnared artzicially (Ovid, stanza 49). 
The last word is used in its older and more classical meaning— 
by the skilfulness of an artifex. Milton uses it thus when he 
describes a wall as being “ by the rude multitude wnartificially 
built up” (History, p. 101). 


IV. Older English words are numerous in both, e.g. 
(i) to trudd (troule)=to roll is used in the Ovid stanza 129, also in 
Paradise Lost, xi. 616. 
(ii) thril’d (= pierced) is used in Ovid, stanza 89. 
thrilling (= piercing) is used in Milton’s Ode on the Nativity, 103. 
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V. Both make use of be-verbs. Milton uses— 

bespeckl’d, bespurted, besmear’d, bespaul. 

The scribe uses— ia 
besprinkled, besmear’d, begolds (of Midas turning everything he 

touched to gold), and bepoysineth. 

and un-verbs ; the following parallel is fairly convincing : 

_,.. unwombs th’ incestious frute (Ovid, stanza 127). 
... unhous’d thy virgin soul. (On thé Death of a fair Infant, 21). 


VI. Common to both are what Raleigh called the “packed line,” c/. 
a famous example : | 
Rocks, caves, lakes, fens, bogs, dens and shades of death. 
(i> lois 621). 
In the Ovid script we find : 
(i) Craft, treason, violence, envie, lust and pride. (Stanza 5). 
(11) Eggs, apples, grapes, olives, chese, nutts to eate. (Stanza 101). 
(iii) His sheep, his lambs, his friends, his selfe, an all. (Stanza 86). 
It is worth noting here that Milton also dropped the d in his 
Commonplace Book (182) where he wrote “pure an absolute in 


his kind.” So too he writes evezng and the scribe writes returing, 
both dropping the n. 


VII. The familiar handling of proper names is another significant link : 
In stanza 101 Cyllenius is shortened to Cylen as Milton shortens 
Lycidas to Lyeid ; 
In stanza 118 Kurydice is rhymed with eyes, as Milton in Arcades 
alters Arethusa to rhyme with sluse. 


VIII. Both are fond of compound adjectives. Milton uses high-blest, 
the scribe high-bright. Milton speaks of—‘‘ The many-benefice- 
gaping mouth” of a prelate; the scribe uses the phrase—‘ Hyes- 
dropping-teares”’ to describe the tears dropped from Myrrah’s eyes 
and turning to myrrh. 


IX. Both have a weakness for a play on words. The scribe writes: 
... this was his gaznes, 


Against the stones... (Stanza 62). 
and 
Troy now distroy’d. (Stanza 153). 
Milton has : : 
Armd thee or charm’d thee... (Samson, 1134). 
and 
Which tempted our attempt. (Paradise Lost, 1, 642). 


X. Both too are fond of emphatic repetitions. The scribe has: 
Their teares receivéd by the pregnant earth
